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A Review of 1922 Sales 


By J. R. SHEPHERD 








greatest problems confronting the breeder of pure- 
bred Holstein-Friesian cattle. Like every other busi- 
ness, involving as it does, the uncertainty of the law of 
supply and demand, and the continuance of a financial 
depression that has had its bad effect everywhere, the 
marketing of Holstein cattle during the past six months 
has been on a lower level than for several years. The 
number of purebred cattle sold in public sales has been 
decreased to almost half and the average price received 
per head at public auction so far during 1922 has been 
only 73.2 per cent of that for the first six months of 1921. 
Financial conditions have been unfavorable and the market 
for dairy products has been most unsatisfactory and un- 
settled. Farmers have not had the ability or the desire 
to make liberal purchases of dairy cattle and the effect 
is shown in the prices paid. There are, however, many 
hopeful signs which indicate a return of better times 
for the purebred breeder. 
In the following table is shown the average price re- 
ceived per head for purebred Holstein cattle sold in 
public sales from 1912 up to the present time:

This table shows that during the first half of 1922, sale 
prices have averaged only 81.3 per cent of those during 
1921, although the present 1922 average is not far behind 
the averages for 1917 and ’18 and is higher than the av- 
erage maintained during 1916. This lowering of values 
can be mainly attributed to the present financial strin- 
gency and marketing conditions, although there are sev- 
eral other conditions which have helped to bring this 
about and which will be mentioned later. 

In Table No. 2, we have made a six months’ division 


of sale averages, showing that while the average price 
received from January 1 to July 1, 1922 is 73.2 per cent 
of the corresponding period for 1921, a higher average has 
been maintained during the first part of this year than 
during July to December, 1921. Although it is a well 
known fact that cattle sell for more during the spring 
and early summer than they do during the fall and early 
winter, it is nevertheless safe to predict that this sea- 
sonal spread will not be nearly as great during 1922 as it 
was during 1921.

It was mentioned before that the lower sale average 


for 1922 was not altogether due to the present financial 
status. The discontinuance last June of practically all 
extension activity by the National Association, due to 
the reduction in transfer fees, was undoubtedly a con- 
tributing factor of no small importance. During the month 
of June, registrations increased 31.8 per cent over June 
of last year, while transfers increased over 25 per cent, 
indicating a return to more active business. 

With the strengthening of cooperative marketing or- 
ganizations for dairy products in various states, which is 
well illustrated in the development and progress that 
the Dairymen’s League has made in New York and Penn- 
sylvania, and the Twin Cities Milk Producers’ Association 
in Minnesota, and with a well organized campaign for 
milk and milk products which is being developed by these 
organizations and by the dairy breed associations, the 
increased demand for the articles produced is sure to re- 
solve itself into a greater demand and higher prices for 
purebred dairy cattle, because they are the only kind of 
cattle that can meet the increased requirements of effi- 
cient and economical production. We feel safe in predict- 
ing a gradual return to higher prices within the next 
year or two. 

In Table No. 3, we have taken the sales from which 
complete analyses have been made during 1921 and 1922 
and have figured out the percentage of cattle sold in 
these sales with and without A. R. O. backing close up 
in the pedigree.

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Here we find another reason for a lower sale average 
during 1922 than was maintained last year. There has 
been a decrease of from 1.6 per cent to 3.2 per cent of the 
number of females sold with A. R. O. records during the 
present year. The percentage of females sold without 
records but with A. R. O. dams decreased 8.3 per cent 
during the first three months of 1922 although there was 
a slight increase in April, May and June. The greatest 
difference, however, is seen in the third division, females 
sold that were without records or without A. R. O. dams. 
Forty-six per cent or almost half of the animals sold in 
the sales analyzed during the first three months were 
in this division, showing an increase of 12.8 per cent over 
the corresponding period last year, while during April, 
May and June, the increase was 6.7 per cent. This alone 
would account for some reduction in values as there 
seemed to be more of a tendency to get rid of animals 
without records or A. R. O. backing and to keep those 
with proven production than there was last year. There 
was also a decrease in the total percentage of males sold 
as compared to females during the first six months of 
1922, although the proportion of those with tested dams to 
those without remained practically the same. 


Sale Averages by States 


During the first half of 1922, there were 78 sales re- 
ported in the World, representing a total of 4,958 head 
which sold for a total of $1,108,455, while during the same 
period of 1921, 128 sales were reported including 8,335 
head that brought $2,549,938. Table number 4 shows the 
number of cattle sold in these sales and the average price 
received per head by states, but does not include the Third 
Brentwood National Sale in the Pennsylvania average or 
the Third Cooperative National Sale in the Missouri av- 
erage, these being national in their scope. 


The highest sale average, leaving out those states 
where only one sale was reported was maintained in 
California with Minnesota second and Michigan third. 
The largest number of animals sold were reported from 
New York where 1,148 head in thirteen sales averaged $186 
per head with a top price of $1,900. The largest number 
of sales reported was from Wisconsin where 957 head in 
sixteen sales brought an average of $186 with a top 
of $2,525. Thirteen sales were reported from the Province 
of Ontario, Canada, 481 head bringing an average of $168 
with a top of $1,000. The best sale of the year so'tfar was the

Third Brentwood National at Philadelphia, when 187 heaq 
averaged $301 with a top price of $5,000, thus at present 
holding tie same honors which were held last year. 

We find that the highest priced animal sold in public 
sale during the present year was sold in California, this 
being the six-year-old bull, King Korndyke Pontiac 20th, 
that brought $8,000 in the Burr Farm Dispersal on June 1 
and 2. He is out of Miss Valley Mead De Kol Walker with 
a 7-day record of 36.80 Ibs. butter and a yearly record of 
1,113.57 Ibs. as a junior three-year-old. The second highest 
price was recorded in the Brentwood Sale, when Carnation 
Pietertje Colantha, a son of the world’s champion milk 
cow Segis Pietertje Prospect sold for $5,000. The highest 
price for females was $4,300 paid for Dairy Maid Prilly in 
the Brentwood Sale, she being an eleven-months-old daugh- 
ter of the great California show bull, King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly, who is the sire of several world’s champions, and 
out of the world’s champion cow for two years’ butter and 
milk production, Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid. 


Factors Influencing Sale Prices 
Of the seventy-eight sales reported in the World for the 
first six months of 1922, marked catalogs were received 
of fifty-five, thirty-one of these being held during January,

In our study of the fifty-five sales held during the last 
six months, we divided the animals sold into five main 
groups: females with A. R. O. records, females without 
records themselves but with A. R. O. dams, females with- 
out records and without A. R. O. dams, males with A. R. O. 
dams and males without tested dams. A total of 1,715 
cattle were thus studied in the thirty-one sales during 
January, February and March, while 1,800 head were in- 
cluded in the data compiled on the twenty-four sales held 
during April, May and June. Where the animals had 
records themselves or had tested dams, they were grouped 
according to the size of the records, a separate group 
being made for every two pounds of butter difference in 
the size of the record. In the case of females without 
records or without A. R. O. dams, and males without 
tested dams, the grouping was made according to the age 
of the animals when sold. 


Females With A. R. O. Records 


During the first three months of the year, 303 or 17.7 
per cent of the animals sold in the thirty-four sales were 
females with A. R. O. records ranging from ten to thirty- 
eight pounds butter in seven days, and they sold for an 
average of $381 per head. During the next three months, 
397 females with records brought an average price of $320, 
and this number represented 22.1 per cent of all animals

sold. Of the 303 sold in the first three months, thirty-four, 
or 11.2 per cent had semi-official yearly records and 
brought an average of $682 per head, an increase of 98.8 
per cent over the average price received for the 269 head 
with only official 7-day records, they averaging $343 per 
head. In the next three months, forty-two or 10.6 per cent 
of the 397 head selling, had semi-official records and 
brought an average of $479 per head, an increase of 58.6 
per cent over those having only official 7-day records. 
These figures alone should furnish some indication of the 
added value of long-time semi-official test work. 

In Table No. 5, is given the complete analysis of all 
animals sold having A. R. O. and semi-official records in 
the fifty-five sales from which marked catalogs were re- 
ceived. In trying to get at price determining factors 
other than the size of the record, tabulations were made 
of the average age when records were made, average age 
when animals were sold, the per cent of tested dams, 
average record of tested dams, per cent of sire’s dams 
tested, average record of sire’s dams and the number of 
those with semi-official records in each group. 


The first part of Table No. 5 shows that more females 
were sold having records between 20 and 22 lbs. of butter 
than in any other group. This was also true of the sales 
held during April, May and June. Of the 303 sold during the 
first quarter, 64.3 per cent had 7-day records of less than 22 
Ibs. butter, while almost 87 per cent were under the 26-Ib. 
mark. During the second quarter, 60.6 per cent had records 
under 22 lbs. of butter and 83.6 per cent had records under 
26 lbs. These figures are quite similar to those obtained in 
the sale analysis of 1921 saies. In considering the average 
spread between the time these animals made their records 
and when sold, it is greatesi in the case of the lower record 
animals and decreases quite generally with the increase in 
size of record, indicating a tendency to market the higher 
record animals as soon as possible in order to realize the 
best price obtainable. The per cent of dams tested in 
each group did not seem to vary greatly but there was a 
general increase in the size of their records with an in- 
crease in the size of the animal’s record. The per cent of 
sire’s dams tested showed a gradual increase in the case 
of,the higher record animals. 

Comparing the average sale prices for the animals in 
the different classes, there is a gradual increase, with one

S. B. Simons, of Sullivan, Jefferson County, Wiscon- 

sin. Mr. Simons began breeding -Holsteins back in 
1915, purchasing his foundation animals from W. H. Cox, 
of Palmyra, Wisconsin, and taking also the entire Hickery 
herd, one of the oldest in that part of Wisconsin, a herd 
founded on Rust Brothers breeding. Individual merit 
along with production was the ideal originally aimed for 
and the ideal has been very closely approached. Animals 
from this herd have been prominent prize winners wher- 
ever shown and have made records also that rank with 
the best. A number of the highest record animals have 
been sold at good prices, going to some of the best herds 
in the state but at present there are several heifers in the 
herd with records from 850 to 950 lbs. at three and four 
years of age, with well over 20,000 lbs. milk.

Ohio Milk Champion 

Lindale Aaggie Concordia 306966, 
owned by B. G. Dawes, of Newark, 
Ohio, has recently shattered the Ohio 
State milk record for both seven and 
30 days. Freshening as a seven-year- 
old, she produced 29.63 lbs. butter 
from 831.6 Ibs. milk in seven days, 
and 122 lbs. butter from 3,506 lbs. milk 
in 30 days, her best day’s milk being 
131.7 lbs. She also has a 7-day pro- 
duction of 886.9 Ibs. milk, but this 
is not official. During the 117 days 
from March 5th to June 30, she has a 
total production of 13,798.7 lbs. milk, 
or an average of i118 lbs. per day. Her 
total butter production for this period 
is 456.15 Ibs. Her best month was 
~ during May when she produced 3,701.7 
lbs. milk containing 119.92 Ibs. butter, 
while during June, she produced 3619.8 
lbs. milk and 106.32 lbs. butter. At 
the present time, she is milking 125 
Ibs. per day and bids fair to break the 
Ohio state milk record of over 30,000 
lbs., held by Lindale Bonnie Pauline.

F PARTICULAR interest at this time is the review 
O of the 1922 sale season, covering the first six months 

of the year, appearing elsewhere in this issue. This 
review is based on the sale of nearly 5,000 head of Hol- 
steins as reported through this publication. The figures 
are not complete for the industry, as there is always a 
certain proportion of the public sales which is never re- 
ported. The average for the 5000 head, however, was 
$224, which is to be compared with an average of $214 for 
3,600 head during the last half of 1921 and an average of 
$306 head for 8,300 head during the. first half of 1921 
Comparing this six months period with the similar period 
a year ago, we find a drop of between 26% and 27% in the 
average price with an accompanying drop of 40% in the 
number of animals sold. 

Among the factors contributing to this condition, Mr. 
Shepherd’s analysis brings out the fact that a larger pro- 
portion of untested animals were offered during the period 
under consideration than was the case for the preceding 
year This bears out the contention of many observers 
that a somewhat lower quality of cattle have been going 
through our sale rings within the past season, owing to 
the belief on the part of the seller that he would not get 
full valuation anyway and the feeling that he preferred to 
take the cut on his less desirable animals. This has re- 
sulted in a showing in the matter of prices really worse 
than the actual conditions justify. 

As a matter of fact, there are a number of hopeful 
factors present at this time. The return to an energetic 
extension program by our National Association is going 
to increase the demand for Holstein cattle and strengthen 
the morale of our breeders. Crop prospects in general are 
good this year and that will bring about a greater demand 
for dairy cattle and a more optimistic feeling on the part 
of the farmers and dairymen concerned. The progress of 
the orderly marketing of dairy products through coopera- 
tive organizations is bound eventually to result in better 
and more stable prices for milk and dairy products with a 
resulting favorable effect on prices for dairy cows, both 
grades and purebreds. Another factor is the continued 
interest in official test work. The figures from Mr. Shep- 
herd’s analysis strikingly show the value of records in the 
matter of public appraisal of the animals. During the six 
months period under consideration, 1,450 animals, them- 
selves untested and from untested dams, showed an aver- 
age of just under $150 per head. A group of 940 animals 
without records themselves, but from dams that had Deen 
tested, averaged $261, or over 60% higher. Seven hundred 
animals with A. R. O. records showed an average of $346, 
or well over twice as much as those with no records close 
up in their pedigree. The analysis of semi-official records 
was based on rather too small a number for drawing 
accurate general conclusions, but the figures indicates 
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increased prices for long distance i 

with the short-time records. In weey compared

This would oe 
cal as it is our more progYessive and successful bene, 
who are engaged in the making of official or semi-offi ats 
tests. Financial conditions in general continue to im _ 
so that on the whole, while there is no startling be tt 
revival in the Holstein ranks right at this time, we are 
feel that a study of all of the factors entering into ~ 
situation warrants anything but an optimistic outlook a 
the future. It is clear that this is the time to buy rather 
than to sell—the time to improve and expand your hand 
rather than cut it down. It is a time for culling — & 
unprofitable producers in your herd—not passing ja 
along for some other breeder to struggle with—but a 
the block. Even though you will not get a fancy price for 
them at this time, remember that the spread in price be- 
tween these animals and the kind that will do you some 
good in your herd, both from the standpoint of production 
and reproduction is at its narrowest point. That, it seems 
to us, is the real lesson from the present situation and if 
our breeders will generally put it into practise, we shall 
have accomplished something of lasting benefit to the in- 
dustry as well as to the individual breeders concerned 


Cabana Hearing Before Board Sept. 12 


UESDAY, September 12, has been set for the date for 
= the continuation of the hearing before the Board of 

Directors on the question of the validity of records 
made at Oliver Cabana Jr.’s Pine Grove Farm. The hear- 
ing will take place in the Hotel Cleveland, at Cleveland, 
Ohio, and the hour designated is ten A. M. At this time. 
Cabana’s attorneys will present evidence by which they 
will attempt to demonstrate to the board that the Pine 
Grove records in question, numbering something over 
thirty, were honestly and fairly made. Attorneys for the 
Association will marshall the evidence which has been 
secured by them and by the Executive Committee upon 
which evidence they will ask the cancellation of the rec- 
ords. The hearing is open to the public and it is expected 
that a large number of interested breeders will be on hand 
to listen to the progress of the trial. 

The date for the hearing and other preliminary 
arrangements were decided upon at a meeting of the 
counsel with Chairman Reynolds in Buffalo last week. 
Effort was made to find an earlier date as it was appre- 
ciated that with the legal barriers at last removed, as 
little time as possible should be lost in going ahead with 
the final hearing of the case. It appeared, however, that 
President Lowden and several members of the Board 
whose presence at the hearing was especially desired had 


other engagements conflicting which could not well be 
changed. Counsel also felt that it would be safer from 


the standpoint of getting the witnesses present if more 
time were allowed for completing the arrangements, 

So far as any possible further legal action on the part 
of Cabana is concerned, the additional month’s delay will 
not have effect as any further injunctive proceedings that 
might be instituted could be started as easily and com- 
pletely during the period required to give notice to Cabana 
and that required in calling a board meeting, as during a 
longer period. It is believed, however, that Cabana has 
exhausted his resources along this line and that at last 
after three strenuous years, the association can go ahead 
to a final conclusion and action so far as the Cabana rec 
ords are concerned.

Farm Camps, Big Bend, and an elaborate program is being 
arranged for that day. 

Among the speakers we expect F. O. Lowden, president 
of the National Holstein-Friesian Association and the ex- 
governor of Illinois, to be present. 

The Waukesha Holstein breeders have developed an 
excellent baseball team. They have recently been fitted 
with new suits and is the first Holstein breeders’ team in 
the state to be so equipped. A game between fhis team 
and the Guernsey breders’ team will be staged in the 
morning. O. A. Williams and J. W. Mucklestone are the 
Managers of the baseball game. 

A perfect baby contest is being arranged by Mrs. C. J.

NEW YORK CLUB LEADERS CONFER 


The Junior Project Club leaders of New York State 
have been holding a very successful series of three two- 
day conferences in three different parts of the state, the 
conference for western New York leaders being held at 
Silver Springs, for Central New York at Syracuse, and for 
eastern New York at Kingston. The County Club leaders 
from the various sections met with Prof. M. C. Burritt, 
vice-director of extension for New York State, W. J. 
Wright, state junior project leaders and others from the 
State Extension Department, and discussions of great 
value in every line of junior extension were led by the 
men and women having the various departments in 
charge. Milton Danzinger, extension representative of 
the Federal Government for the eastern states, was also 
present at the conference and made some valuable sug- 
gestions for outlining the county programs. 


THE CALF FITTING DEMONSTRATION 


Chief interest from the Holstein point of view was the 
demonstration of calf fitting, which was given at the Syra- 
cuse meeting by Earl J. Cooper of the Extension Depart- 
ment of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
assisted by Secretary E. R. Zimmer of the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association. The demonstration was given 
at the Syracuse University Farm, using one of the good 
university heifers for this purpose. 

Mr. Cooper prefaced his demonstration with a short 
talk, briefly pointing out the mistakes which have been 
made in the past by “free lance” calf clubs, organized by 
various banks and private individuals in various parts of 
the country, and traced the early history of the calf club 
movement in the National Association. He took his job, 
he said, with the definite understanding that he was to 
work with the regular junior extension agencies of the 
various states. 

Mr. Cooper called attention to the Calf Club Manual, 
copies of which were distributed at the conference, and 
briefly illustrated some of the more important points 
which may be found in the manual. He emphasized the 
importance of proper selection, urging the leaders to pay 
plenty of attention to individuality in advising the boys 
and girls as to selection. He mentioned dairy type and 
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temperament, top line and rump, udder and mammary de- 
velopment and quality as the principal points to look for. 

Mr. Cooper also showed how the boy or girl could fit 
the calf for the show ring at very slight expense, making 
his blanket from a burlap sack and using for the most part 
home made equipment throughout for fitting. He em 
phasized the importance of daily brushing and rubbing in 
the fitting of a calf, as well as exercise, as of course the 
calf is to be kept in the barn rather than allowed to run 
outside. He recommended that the calf be clipped from two 
weeks to ten days before the show and the horns and 
hoofs scraped, polished with coarse sand paper and then 
with fine emery paper and finally with a mixture of sweet 
oil and pumice stone. A little sweet oil rubbed into the 
hair of the animal shortly before entering the ring, also 
adds to the lustre and removes dust. Some attention was 
paid to ring generalship, which starts with having the calf 
thoroughly broken to lead and to stand. Simply train the 
calf to stand quietly on all four feet and keep the calf 
alert and on the job at all times. The lesson concluded 
with an appeal to the boys to show good sportmanship in 
the ring, to take their triumphs without undue elation and 
their defeats without bitterness. 

Owing to a missed train connection, Mr. Cooper was 
unable to attend the first meeting at Silver Springs, where 
the demonstration was given by Secretary Zimmer. As 
Mr. Cooper was unable to go on to Kingston to the meet- 
ing, Mr. Zimmer officiated, assisted by Sec’y J. W. Bart- 
lett of New Jersey. 


PRESIDENT LOWDEN TO SPEAK AT MAINE 
HOLSTEIN BREEDERS MEETING 


President Frank O. Lowden of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America has accepted an invitation to 
speak at the Maine Holstein breeders meeting to be held 
at the Sagadahoc Farms, So. Portland, Maine, on July 
31st. Extensive plans are being made for this meeting by 
the committee and the manager of the farm, Myroc C. 
Peabody, who is also president of the Maine Holstein 
Breeders Association. 

During the day an opportunity will be given to inspect 
the Sagadahoc herd of purebred Holsteins which contains 
some of the milk champions of Maine. The Maine breed- 
ers are very enthusiastic over securing Mr. Lowden for 
this meeting and it is expected that a large number of 
breeders will be present. The meeting, however, is not 
confined to breeders alone, but it is open to anyone that 
is interested to attend. 

Last year the summer meeting was held in late August 
after the state herd had been selected at the Bangor fair, 
and this herd was on exhibition at the Longley Farm, Ply- 
mouth, Maine, where it was being fitted for the Eastern 
States Exposition. 

Those planning to attend the meeting this year should 
arrange to come in the forenoon and bring their basket 
lunch and make it a real Holstein day.

The plan of showing 
stock by clubs at the Barron County Fair the latter part 
of August was approved. Special club prizes of $300 for 
exhibits from each of seven community breeders’ clubs 
organized as part of established county associations, will 
be offered. 

The election of officers resulted as follows: E. Mc- 
Kinny, president; N. P. Becker, vice-president; William 
Meisegeier, secretary; and A. L. Morken, treasurer. 

In order to maintain the position of leadership in hav- 
ing the greatest number of accredited herds of any county 
in the United States, it was planned to sign up all herds 
during July. A report shows that 670 head of grade ani- 
mals were sold for $40,072.00 and 99 head of purebreds 
for $14,120, making a total of $54,192 for 769 head of 
stock, the greatest year’s business in the history of the 
organization. 

An address was delivered by Prof. A. L. Collentine, 
of Madison, who urged the Holstein men to keep the pace 
they had for the past year and to attend to the accredita- 
tion of herds. He also suggested that they attend the 
National Dairy Exposition in an organized body.

This is a won- 
derful record when we realize that 
the average number of lactations per 
cow is not over five. Glista Ernestine 
pids fair to go through her eleventh 
lactation without trouble. ; ; 

In seven different lactations Glista 
Ernestine has produced over 30 
pounds of butter ina week. She holds 
her world’s record on this perform- 
ance. Acording to the way every- 
thing looks now she will make her 
eighth 30-pound record if nothing hap- 
pens. In two lactations Glista Er- 
nestine has produced an average of 
over 100 pounds of milk per day 
for 100 days. In one of these two 
lactations the average was 104 pounds 
of milk for 100 days, in the other the 
average was 102 pounds of milk for 
100 days. Therefore, we see that in 
this cow we have a production of 10,- 
000 pounds of milk in 100 days. 

This should give our Holstein breed- 
ers an ideal to strive for. We are 
accustomed to state that no cow 
should be kept that produces less than 
6,000 pounds of milk in a year. In 
this wonderful cow, belonging to the 
New York State College of Agricul- 
ture at Cornell University, we have 
a cow who can produce 10,000 pounds 
of milk in 100 days and repeat it. 
Also in this cow we have a cow capa- 
ble of making 30 pounds of butter in 
seven days and do it seven times with 
a fair promise of doing it the eighth. 

Also I wish to call attention to the 
fact that this cow is probably able 
to do this because of her capacity, 
rugged constitution and size. I have 
tried to emphasize in this column and 
in my lectures year after year, the 
advisability of breeding up dairy 
breeds for size, capacity and consti- 
tutional vigor. Glista Ernestine 
weighed 1,795 Ibs. in her fourteenth 
year which shows she has all of these 
things in an ideal way. When we 
talk about the production of our best 
cows in all breeds we find that on 
the average it is the large cow with 
a good capacity that is doing the best 
work. 

Capacity means more than size, it 
not only means size of body and 
weight, but it also means good circu- 
lation as shown by good milk veins 
and good general appearance of health 
and individuality. It means that size 
must be in the right place, namely in 
heart girth, capacity of barrel, well 
Sprung ribs and wide, level rumps, 
and last, but most important of all, 

a good udder. I wish I could get the 
lesson that this great cow teaches over 
to every one of the 100,000 dairymen 
who are associated in the League. 
We keep too many cows,” this has 
been said hundreds of times. Let 
Ernestine tell us at the time when 
she is very proud of her eleventh calf 
that what we need is pure cows of 
greater capacity, we need closer cull- 
ing of our herds. We take off our 
hats to Ernestine and all other cows

23,000 Lbs. at Eleven Years 

One of the good herds in the Alden- 
Akron Dairy Improvement Association 
of New York is the Aldencrest Farm 
herd, owned by Dold & Graves, at Al- 
den, New York. This is a purebred 
Holstein herd numbering over 80 head, 
including young stock. 

This herd is headed by a grandson 
of Colantha Johanna Lad, coming 
through one of his best individual 
daughters, whose transmitting quali- 
ties have been proven as she has three 
A. R. O. daughters two over 20 lbs. as 
two-year-olds and a 26-lb. junior four- 
year-old. This herd is strong in the 
blood of Colantha 4th’s Johanna, as 
the former sire, King Korndyke Rag 
Apple De Kol, was by a maternal 
brother to the present sire and from 
Etta Korndyke De Kol, whose year 
record of 25,000 lbs. of milk and 1,150 
ibs. butter was recently reported. 

One of the good records just com- 
pleted, and in fact the first year rec- 
ord ever made on the farm, was made 
on Fleet Pyrene Marie Bush, who 
at 11 years of age, is credited with 





23,000 Ibs. milk and 972 lbs. butter. 
Duchess Walker De Kol, also complet- 
ed a 305-day record of 18,345 lbs. milk 
and 810 lbs. butter. 

Since the first of April this excel- 
lent herd, under the careful manage- 
ment of Donald T. Graves, has made 
some remarkable cow testing associa- 
tion records. During the month of 
June, a total of 22 cows were milked 
and 21 of this number produced over 40 
lbs. of milk daily. The high cow for 
both milk and butter in the Erie 
County Association was Duchess 
Walker De Kol, who gave 2,106 lbs. 
milk and 80 lbs. butterfat. Another 
cow to give over a ton of milk was the 
three-year-old heifer, Aldencrest Gren- 
dola Napoleon, who has to her credit 
2,085 lbs. of milk and 77.1 lbs. fat. 


Three two-year-old daughters of the 
former herd sire, King Korndyke Rag 
Apple De Kol have an average produc- 
tion in 146 days of 6,733 lbs. of milk 
and 233.7 lbs. of butterfat.

One of the best 7- and 30-day records 
ever completed on a heifer under two 
years of age was recently made on 
Hillside Doris Ormsby, owned by the 
Central Poor District, at Wilkes Barre, 
Pennsylvania. She freshened at one 
year, nine months, 18 days of age, 
making 20.34 lbs. butter from 432.3 
lbs. milk in seven days, 40.15 lbs. but- 
ter from 873.9 lbs. milk in 14 days, 
and 81.65 lbs butter from 1,824.7 Ibs. 
milk in 30 days, her best day’s milk 
being 65.9 lbs. These are all Penn- 
sylvania state records for a heifer 
freshening at one year and nine 
months of age. 

Hillside Doris Ormsby is the first 
tested daughter of her sire, King Pon- 
tiac Maple Knoll Ormsby 201844, who 
is a son of King of the Pontiacs out 
of Maple Knoll Helen, a 33-lb. daugh- 
ter of King Korndyke Hengerveld 
Ormsby. Her dam is Hillside Doris, 
a daughter of Dutchland Sir Lyons 
Hengerveld, who is a good proven son 
of Colantha Johanna Lad, out of 
Blanche De Kol Hengerveld, a 33-lb. 
daughter of Pietertje Hengerveld’s 
Count De Kol. The dam of this heifer 
is a sister to Hillside Honora, the first 
and only cow in Pennsylvania to make 
30 lbs. butter in seven days at 10 years 
of age.

OREGON STARTS SOMETHING 


The example set by the Oregon 
Agricultural College to secure repre- 
sentation at the National Dairy Ex- 
position, St. Paul-Minneapolis, Octo- 
ber 7th-14th, might well be observed 
by other clubs and institutions affili- 
ated with the dairy industry. 

Two judging teams will be sent 
from the college, each composed of 
three men. One team will judge 
milk, butter and cheese and will be 
chosen from students in classes of 
dairy manufacturing. The other team 
will judge dairy cattle and will be 
chosen from students registered in 
dairy husbandry. The six judges se- 
lected will secure their positions on 
the respective teams through a num- 
ber of competitive contests carried 
out at the college and other parts of 
the state. 

The dairy club of which these 
judges are members proposes to pay 
the expenses of the trip and has 
adopted the somewhat novel but 
simple method of selling ice cream 
bars at the athletic events. At the 
Junior Week-End Festivities on May 
llth, 12th, 13th there were sold 6,040 
bars and as there will be several 
other events before the teams will 
leave for St. Paul in October, a suffi- 
cient amount of money is expected to 
pay all expenses. 

Incidentally the Dairy Club, which 
is engineering the selection of judges 
for this trip, is a regularly  estab- 
lished student organization with reg- 
ular meetings for business and so- 
cial purposes, having for its object 
the closer contact of students with 
the problems of dairymen. 





EASTERN STATES HOLSTEIN 
SHOW 


Holstein interests are preparing for 
one of the best divisions in the his- 
tory of the breed at the Eastern 
States Exposition in Springfield, Mass., 
from Sept. 17 to 23, and the liberal 
prizes offered by the management co- 
operating with the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America are sufficient 
to insure entries that will be of fine 
grade and type and fully representa- 
tive of the merits of the breed. 

The keen interest being shown by 
Holstein breeders is likewise true 
of representatives of all other breeds. 
Each, apparently, is determined to 
have a complete showing at Spring- 
field, for the importance of the East- 
ern States Exposition as a live stock 
show has grown tremendously with 
the passing of years. While it is early 
to venture predictions—the entries do 
not close until Wednesday, Aug. 23— 
there is every reason for the Expo- 
sition management to believe that the 
1922 all-weather and all-purpose ex- 
hibition will have a stronger live stock 
department, both numerically and in 
quality, than ever before. 
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Prospects for an unusual Holstein 
ShoWing have been growing ever since 
the classifications and prize lists were 
announced. Much of the optimism 
on the part of the Exposition man- 
agement is due to the hearty cooper- 
ation of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion. More and better Holsteins will 
be found in the cattle barns during 
exposition week, it is expected, than 
at any time since the big plant in 
West Springfield was dedicated with 
the National Dairy Show in 1916. 

An innovation this year in the Hol- 
stein classifications is the division set 
aside for state exhibit classes. This 
will be limited to state herds and 
there will be at least four entries 
and possibly six. Those that appear 
assured are entries from Maine, Mass- 
achusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania while New Hamp- 
shire will be represented probably. 
Holstein cattle will be judged Thurs- 
day, Sept. 21, and the merits of the 
breed will be passed upon by W. S. 
Moscrip. of Lake Elmo, Minn. 

It will be of especial interest to 
prospective exhibitors to know that 
health requirements will be enforced 
rigidly by the Exposition manage- 
ment. All herds shown must have 
been tuberculin tested within 90 days 
of their arrival on the Eastern States 
grounds and a certificate to this ef- 
fect must be presented. 

A feature that will be appreciated 
by herdsmen and their helpers is the 
improvement that has been made 
since the fall show of 1921 to the cat- 
tle barns. A spacious dressing room 
has been built and this has complete 
shower bath equipment.

The usual liberal premiums are of- 
fered on Holstein-Friesian cattle, and 
the Holstein-Friesian Association will 
pay ten per cent additional on pre- 
miums awarded. Under these con- 
ditions a good exhibit is expected. 

A new feature this year will be 
the judging contest of dairy cattle 
by boys’ club teams. Fourteen teams 
will compete, the winners going to 
the judging contest at the National 
Dairy Show at Minneapolis, in Octo- 
ber. 

Of all agricultural fairs in New 
England none is more deserving of 
the attention of Holstein breeders 
than this great exposition which opens 
Labor Day.

or two exceptions, from the lower to the higher record ani 
mals. The biggest increase is noticeable in the 28-30-lb. 
class during the first quarter of the year, and in the 30-32- 
lb. class in the second quarter. In the 34-36-lb. and 36-38- 
lb. classes during the second quarter, the low prices re- 
ceived for the two animals in these groups are largely 
accounted for by reason of the advanced age of the animals 
when sold, being fourteen and twelve years of age, re- 
spectively. This should indicate then, a rapid depreciation 
in value high record animals when well past their 
prime. added value to animals having semi-official 
records as well as 7-day records has already been men 
tioned, and the number of these in each group with the 
average prices received is given in Table No. 5.

During the first quarter of the year 410 or 23.8 per cent 
of the animals sold were females without A. R. O. records 
but with tested dams, and they brought an average price 
of $323 per head, or 84.8 per cent of the average price re- 
ceived for tested females during the same period. During 
the second quarter 530 or 29.4 per cent of the total num- 
ber sold were untested females with A. R. O. dams and 
they brought an average of $213 per head or 66.6 per cent 
of the average price received for tested females during 
the same period.

A NUTRITION PROBLEM 
ANSWERED 


Dr. Geo. H. Conn sends us the fol- 
lowing letter from a World reader in 
Oklahoma with copy of his reply for 
the benefit of other readers. 

“TI read with much interest your article 
in the Worid of April ist on ‘Faulty 
Nutrition and Abortion’ and have been 
since wondering if faulty nutrition may be 
the cause of other breeding troubles. I 
have a Holstein cow that has retained 
the afterbirth after calving both times 
that she has freshened. At the last fresh- 
ening she had been well fed with alfalfa 
hay, silage, corn, bran, cottonseed meal 
and shorts through the winter and turned 
on oats pasture with the mill feeds in 
April, freshening on tie 29th of April. 
Her navel swelled almost as large as her 
udder for several days before calving, she 
made a dry delivery and the afterbirth 
was taken from her 48 hours later. She 
is due to freshen again in September and 
if possible I would like to avoid reoccur- 
ance of the trouble. She is now on oats 
pasture during the day and is being fed 
about three Ibs. cottonseed meal, four 
Ibs. bran, and four Ibs. corn daily. 

“There is no graduate veterinarian near 
here and I would be glad to have you 
make me some suggestions that will help 
in a case like this.” 


REPLY BY DR. GEO. H. CONN 


I am going to suggest for the cow 
you mentioned that you can prepare 
the following mineral mixture which 
you can supply to this animal from 
now on until the time when she will 
freshen in September. However, if 
you cannot get this mineral mixture 
made up at a reasonable price near

you, you can send to some commercial 
concern and have it prepared. 
5 pounds of Caleium Phosphate, 

5 pounds of Sodium Phosphate 

3 pounds of Epsom Salts 

2 pounds of Glauber’s Salts 

1 pound of Sulphur 

15 pounds of Common Salt 

Would advise that this animal re- 
ceive from four to five tablespoonfuls 
of this mixture from this time on until 
within a week or ten days of freshen- 
ing time. During the last 30 days of 
the gestation period, I would espec- 
ially recommend that you see that 
this animal has plenty of exercise 
and that she is kept in the very best 
of condition. Would recommend that 
you use a laxative three or four days 
before freshening if needed. 

I would also call your attention to 
the fact that I would not feed very 
much corn but would make the grain 
ration rich in protein rather than in 
carbo-hydrates. Some oats added to 
this ration would help it considerably, 
I believe.

WISCONSIN “FILLED MILK” LAW 
VALID 


Madison, Wis., July 20.—The con- 
stitutionality of the Wisconsin filled 
milk law was upheld today in the de- 
cision of the state supreme court. 

The ruling was made in the suit of 
the manufacturers of Hebe which con- 
tained cocoanut oil which has been 
substituted for butterfat. 

In the decision, which was written 
by Justice Charles H. Grownhart, the 
court holds that the legislature is 
given the power to prohibit the sale 
of “filled milk” or other food products 
believed to be deleterious to the wel- 
fare and health of citizens of the 
state under the police powers of the 
constitution.

We believe that New Jersey is the 
first state to have a fieldman for each 
of the four main dairy breeds. The 
Holstein breeders were the pioneers in 
this project, and have accomplished 
some great work with J. W. Bartlett as 
Field Secretary. Last winter the 
Guernsey breeders put Wm. Nulton, 
Jr., in the field to look after the grow- 
ing interest in Guernseys. He has 
been very busy and has accomplished 
some fine results.

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cial rewards to the breeders. A} the 
breeds are working in harmony for 
more and better purebred dairy cattle 
in New Jersey and in,solving the prob. 
lems common to all the breeders. 

The work of each of the breed as- 
sociations is closely tied up with the 
dairy extension program of the New 
Jersey College of Ag-viculture. In fact 
the Dairy Department of the Agricul. 
tural College has been the main fac. 
tor in putting this fieldman project 
across. Prof. W. M. Regan, head of 
the Dairy Department, and M. 
Keeney, Dairy Extension Specialist. 
have been very active in promoting 
this work and are taking an active 
part in carrying out the project of the 
various breed organizations. The 
Dairy Department of the Agricultura] 
College is thus rendering a great sery- 
ice to the New Jersey breeders and to 
all dairymen in the state. 


A SUGGESTION 


Does it not seem fairer to all if the 
advanced registry office would indi- 
cate in reporting records and in the 
Blue Book the maximum number of 
times per day the cows were milked in 
making record? 

It would entail but little extra 
trouble to add after “yearly record” or 
“305-days record” a “2” or “3” to show 
that the cow had never been milked 
over twice or three times a day. Any- 
one desiring to be so reported could 
be required to place at the top of their 
monthly reports a “2” or “3” so as to 
call attention that the cow had not 
been milked during test more times 
than indicated. 

A record should show as nearly as 
possible what has been accomplished. 
When a yearly or 305-day record is 
made in less number of days, the 
fact is so recorded. But in this case, 
equally as important, there is noth- 
ing to show. 

Many of the semi-official records are 
made on three milkings, and some on 
two. The dairymen’s class does not 
fill the bill for it is neither one thing 
nor the other. It allows one to milk 
75 days four times a day, thus get- 
ting the maximum production during 
the period when it is greatest, and 
then reduces to twice a day, and one 
can almost make as good records 
that way as milking throughout test 
three times a day. 

Anyone who runs a regular dairy 
herd wants regularity throughout the 
year to be successful. 

Now to turn things upside down by 
changing to four times a day, and 
as all cows don’t freshen at the same 
time, it means frequent changes. It 
is also hard to get help to milk every 
six hours, and the results to a dairy- 
man are not worth the added expense 
and trouble. 

A dairyman principally must make 
his money from his milk; and it is 
not what he gets seven or 30 days 
but throughout the year under normal 
conditions and expenses; and for this 
reason the 305-day and 365-day tests 
appeal strongly to him, and everything 
should be done that his tests should 
show their actual value. 

Some dairymen may find it incon- 
venient to milk over twice a day, and 
it does not pay with many cows to 
do otherwise throughout the lactation 
period. In my own herd, I find that 
it pays to milk the best cows three
